In the supreme court of tho state yes- 


terday the following decision was rend- 
ered: "In an action by a creditor to 
set aside a conveyance by his debtor ae 
fraudulent, an allegation that the con- 
veyance was for a colorable considera- 
tion, but not a real one, is material and 
the burden is on the creditor to prove 
it. There ia no evidence iu this case-to 
support the allegation that the convey- 
ance waa without consideration, 
A 


creditor is not required to exhaust all 
the debtor's other property before pur- 
suing property fraudulently conveyed. 
It ia sufficient for him to aver and 
prove, in his action to sot aside a 
fraudulent conveyance, that when the 
auit wan brought, and when the convey- 
ance was made, the debtor did not have 
enough other property, subject to exe- 
cution, to pay all his dobtg.
